'I'lio following interesting description 
of Irela id, we copy from one of Mr. 


B r o o k s’ letters, dated 
Dublin, July 8th, 1835. 
Never is there a greater change com­ 
ing over a man than that which Come* 
over a traveller as he passes from Eng. 
laud or Scotland, to Ireland. 
He fulls 
a iii* dig h people who imnii.tally speak the 
same language, mid who arc under the 
same go*.eminent—bul they are a very 
different people altogether, and the coun­ 
tries have a different uspect. 
Mind you, 
I now speak of the south and west of 
Ireland—for the north differs from those 
as much as light differs from darkness.— 
Every b*>dy perceives this difference be. 
tween England or Scotland, and Ireland, 
and every b«»dy asks the cause. 
That is 
a question more easily asked thai an- 
suer would e .able the government to mi- 
minister a remedy, 
Something or other 
has operated so as to change the char. 
ucter of the people. 
W hut that some- 
ihr g is, it is impossible to tell. 
I believe it is two religions, or two 
irreligious—one oppressing the people iii 
the way of tithes for a preaching they 
abhor and the other by working upon 
their passions aud prejudices, leading 
them astray, and plundering them of what 
little the first hus left for their own sup- 
port. 
The es*ahlished religion in Ireland 
is a monster of oppression, overw helming 
a people w ho detest it, and whose first 
education is to detest it, and many of its 
ministers. 
The catholic religion, con- 
ducted by an ignorant priesthood, only 
versed iii Ave Marias, perhaps the very 
worst priesthood on eanh, completes the 
picture. 'I he one religion is ever pulling 
against tho other. 
T he outrage of one 
forces upon the wrongs of the other, and 
tin* wrongs of the last embittered by op

lished rehgio 1, but a religion that shall 
i tlucnce w hat the law caunot influence. 
lienee, perhaps, the more creeds the 
belter.—The more competition there is, 
: as I said before, the greater the effort to 
! do good. 
I look upou religion as the 
medicine of the Staten 
What suits one 
constitution, will not suit another. 
What 
operates upon this mind, will uot operate 


the established religion which a majority 
of the people proton, and thus elevate 
that. How can an Irish protestant clergy­ 
man on the sabbath speak to a hungry 
people of •* the constraining influence of’* 
the gos|)cl, when the other days in the 
week he is taking from them their pro­ 
perty to pay for a preaching they are 
taught to abhor, and which is thus made 
abhorrent to them. 
Next, let the mini­

taking awny the causes that make them 
savage. 
The same good will be done— 
for how different a man, generally speak, 
ing, is a Freach priest from an Irish priest! 
Of her evils In land has to complain of 
than religious war,—but they spring, I be* 
hove from tins great evil. 
Her Debility 
fly from her, and withdraw their wealth 
to support them elsewhere. 
Why I be­ 
cause religious quarrels hnve made home 
dangerous to live in. 
Hence they lose 
that love for the people that the English 
nobility in general have, aud they only 
think of the restates as the means of sup­ 
porting them,thereby insisting upou arent 
which it grinds the people to the dust to 
pay,*—and have the system, perhaps, af 
rents, divided and subdivided, of which 
the people so much complain. But I can. 
not account for the difference between 
** the peasantry” of Ireland and England. 
The Irishman has tnucli more of a Re. 
publican bearing iii his manner. 
He nos 
mil the servility of the English. 
Oden 
even he is rude, and, if not insolent, trou­ 
blesome at least. 
The Irish beggar will 
never take ** no” for an answer, 
lf “ tho 
love of G el,” his favorite phrase, won't 
bring cut a copper, he tries ins w it, or the 
effector a joke. 
The Irish yet s. em to 
have lost all pride,—hut the humblest 
Englishman is proud enough. A dormant 
energy seldom exalted, seems to bs in tho 
first, while the last is ever exciting his 
powers. 
The Irishman is hoi and fever­ 
ish when excited—but the Englishman i i 
cool» oUtw ardfy at least, but the more re­ 
solved for that.—All England is a garden. 
One third of Ireland seems to be a peat 
bog< 
Industry hus done wonders on tho 
land of the first, hut what is industry 
seems to be but little known in the last. 
Tho Irishman is Contented with his nut* 
pigs iud dirt* 
The Englishman loves 
his garden aud his flowers. 
Indeed to 
have the cause of their differences Helved* 
would be one of the most interesting solu­ 
tions in the W orld, for Im re are a people 
under the same king, ruled by the same 
parliament* and yet presenting such a 
diftefent spectacle to the world.

Mr. Ellis formerly resided in Prospect, 
aud had removed to Brooks, to prosecute 
the lumbering business $ and the day be­ 
fore the conflagration, his family consist­ 
ed of his wife, three daughters, and seven 
sons, besides a hired man. The youngest 
child was hut two days old, and the mo­ 
ther of course cen ti lied to her bed.— 
The family all retired to rest as usual. 
The mother, with her infant and nurse 
occupied the bed room near the kitchen, 
and all the rest of the family the cham­ 
bers ol the house. 
'The eldest son and 
daughter were from home on a visit, and 
another daughter, a little girl, was that 
night at the house of a neighbor. 
About 
midnight, Mrs. Ellis was alarmed by aa 
unusual light shining into her room, and 
spoke to the nurse? to arise and see what 
w’as foe cause. 
She opened the door, but 
was met with such a rush or dense smoko 
and beat that she screamed aud shut it in­ 
stantly. 
She tore out the window of her 
room, and sprung out herself to aurin tho 
family and cull for help.

ing heard her first cry, had run down 
stairs, rushed through the burning room, 
and opened the outside door. 
He could 
uot return. 
His first object was to save his wife ; 
he ran round to her window, aud took his 
wife and infant out—also the upper, bed 
on which lie placed them on the ground. 
Oiie of the hired men hud sprung from his 
bed at the first call and attempted to fol­ 
low Mr. Ellis down, but the smoke and 
heat which rushed rp the stairs wheu tho 
lower door was opened was imufi’eruble, 
aud the man turned rouud and leaped 
from the chamber w indow.
